McGwire mum on drug use 
as MLB stars grilled on Hill 

WAS H I N GTO N I Lined up shoulder to shoulder, 
some of baseball’s biggest stars told Congress 
Thursday that steroids are a problem for the 
sport but denied that use is widespread. Mark 
McGwire, whose prodigious home runs helped 
fuel a surge in baseball’s popularity, refused 
to say whether he took the drugs. 

On a day of extraordinary drama, the 
House Government Reform Committee 
attacked baseball’s new steroid policy, then 
questioned five current and former players. 

Under oath, Jose Canseco — whose best- 
selling book helped prompt the hearing 


— said anew that he had used steroids as a 
player. Current stars Sammy Sosa and Rafael 
Palmeiro said they haven’t. McGwire repeatedly 
declined to respond directly, saying his lawyers 
advised him not to answer certain questions. 

Red Sox pitcher Curt Schilling was his 
usual outspoken self. He said of Canseco, 
“He’s a liar,” as Canseco, his black hair slicked 
back, sat stone -faced. 

Their testimony came after committee 
members accused baseball of ignoring its 
steroid problem for years and then, only 
under pressure, embracing a weak testing 
program.

Police rule out hate crime 
in killing of cabinet member 

WAS H I N GTO N I District police arrested a man 
Thursday and charged him in Wednesday’s 
stabbing death of Wanda R. Alston, who 
headed the city’s office of lesbian and gay 
issues, police officials said. 

Investigators said 3 8 -year- old William 
Parrot, who lived two doors away from Alston 
in Northeast Washington, was charged with 
armed, first- degree murder, the Associated 
Press reported. 

Alston, 45, was found 
dead late Wednesday in 
her home in the 3800 block 
of East Capitol Street. 

Her slaying has stunned 
city officials, activists 
and friends. A $25,000 
reward has been offered 
for assistance leading to an arrest and con- 
viction in the case. 

On Thursday afternoon police found 
Alston’s missing car parked in the 5000 block 
of C Street SE. The suspect was arrested a 
few blocks away, police said. 

In a news conference, Capt. C.V. Morris of 
the District police department said there is no 
indication that Alston’s death was caused by a 
hate crime or was related to her work as act- 
ing director of the District Office of Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual and Transgender Affairs. 

“Wanda is irreplaceable,” Mayor Anthony 
Williams said, adding, “Wanda is the first 
person who would want us to continue . . . and

WASHINGTON! The Senate delivered 
a slap at President Bush and its own 
Republican leaders Thursday by vot- 
ing to erase his plans for cutting 
Medicaid, community development, 
schools and other parts of next year’s 
$2.6 trillion budget.

Palestinian Groups Say 
They Wiil Honor Truce 


Militants agree to halt 
attacks for rest of year, 
but attach conditions 

6TH OF OCTOBER CITY, EGYPT I 
Palestinian militants declared a 
halt to attacks on Israel for the 
rest of this year, their longest cease- 
fire promise ever and a victory for 
PalestinianleaderMahmoudAbbas. 
But they warned Thursday the truce 
would collapse if Israel does not hold 
its own fire and release Palestinian 
prisoners. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon described the announce- 
ment as a “positive first step,” 
though he insisted that for great- 
er progress to take place “terrorist 
organizations cannot continue to 
exist as armed groups.” 


The U.S. State Department cau- 
tiously welcomed the declaration. 
Deputy spokesman Adam Ereli said 
the steps “were not negative” but he 
called them “very provisional.” 

The declaration was agreed to 
by the 13 main Palestinian factions 
including the armed groups Hamas 
and Islamic Jihad after three days 
of talks outside Cairo in 6th of 
October City — named for the date 
the 1973 Arab-Israeli war began. 
The announcement extends a 
shaky cease-fire that began in 
early February, and Abbas is hop- 
ing that it will prove more durable 
than previous ones. 

The militants’ previous promise 
to halt violence came in June 2003, 
with a cease-fire due to last three 
months that instead fell apart after

Karzai confirms news 
as visiting Rice pledges 
sustained U.S. support 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | President 
Hamid Karzai has announced that 
parliamentary elections planned 
for May will be postponed until 
September, confirming that logis- 
tical glitches have delayed a vote 
supposed to complete the country’s 
transition to democracy. 

A bomb attack that killed five 
people further underlined the chal- 
lenges Afghanistan faces more 
than three years after the fall of 
the Taliban. Visiting Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice pledged 
sustained support for Afghanistan’s 
democratic transition, though she 
said Washington has yet to decide 
whether to keep long-term mili- 
tary bases. 

The bomb exploded Thursday 
on the side of a street in the south- 
ern city of Kandahar, killing at least 


five people and wounding 32. Police 
blamed Taliban-led rebels for the 
attack, which hit a passing taxi car- 
rying women and children, a road- 
side restaurant and other people. 

A purported Taliban spokesman 
denied responsibility for the attack, 
which took place while Rice was in 
the capital, Kabul, 150 miles to the 
northeast. 

The bombing happened 10 days 
after a British consultant to the 
Afghan government was assassinat- 
ed in Kabul, casting doubt on asser- 
tions by Karzai and the U.S. military 
that the country is becoming secure. 

The United States still has about 
17,000 forces hunting al Qaeda and 
Taliban rebels in southern and east- 
ern Afghanistan. Kandahar was the 
Taliban’s stronghold before it was 
ousted in a U.S.-led offensive in late

“We want to continue sending 


1.5 million barrels of oil a day to the 
United States,” said Chavez, who 
added that he wants relations with 
Washington to be “positive.” 

U.S. officials have emphatical- 
ly denied supporting plots against 
Chavez, an outspoken critic of 
President Bush whose country is 
the fifth largest oil exporter.

U.S. Softens on China as Dissident Freed 


BEIJING I A prominent business- 
woman and member of China’s 
Muslim minority who was jailed 
on national security charges was 
given early release Thursday and left 
for the United States, an American 
activist said. 

The release of Rebiya Kadeer 
came as the Bush administration 
announced Thursday that it would 
not propose a UN. resolution criti- 
cal of China’s human rights policy 


this year because of recent concrete 
steps by Beijing in the treatment of 
political prisoners and protection 
of religious services. 

Kadeer had 17 months left on her 
sentence but was freed on medical 
parole with a heart ailment, said 
John Kamm, an American activist 
who helped arrange the release. 

Kadeer was arrested in 1999 on 
charges of violating national secu- 
rity by sending Chinese newspa- 


pers to her husband, a U.S. -based 
activist who is agitating for inde- 
pendence for their predominant- 
ly Muslim region of Xinjiang in 
China’s northwest. 

The U.S. government and mem-

Top Official in Russia Survives Attack 


MOSCOW I Anatoly Chubais, the 
powerful head of Russia’s state - 
controlled electricity monopoly and 
architect of its much-maligned 1990s 
privatization push, survived a road- 
side ambush Thursday that shook 
the fragile veneer of stability under 
President Vladimir Putin. 

The attack on one of the most 
controversial figures in Russia’s 
post-Soviet history, in which 
Chubais’ armored car was raked 
by gunfire after a powerful explo- 


sion, sparked debate over whether 
the motive was rooted in politics 
or his ambitious 
plan to divvy up 
the world’s largest 
power grid, creat- 
ing a new constel- 
lation of winners 
and losers. 

The ITAR- 
Tass news agency, 
citing unidentified law enforcement 
officials, reported late Thursday 


that a retired military officer and 
explosives specialist was detained 
on suspicion of involvement in the 
attack after authorities tracked 
down a possible getaway car. 

No one was hurt in the attack. 

Chubais is widely loathed by 
Russians for overseeing the mas- 
sive sale of state property that fol- 
lowed the 1991 Soviet collapse, a 
program much criticized for giving 
away prized state assets to tycoons 
with ties to high officials, while 
most Russians remained mired in 
poverty, alex nicholson (ap)

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I A dispute 
over a string of barely habitable 
rocks in the middle of the sea has 
northeastern Asia on edge, with 
South Korea angrily denouncing 
Japan on Thursday over a regional 
government’s vote asserting Japanese 
claims to the Korean-held islets. 

South Koreans have been staging 
daily demonstrations against Japan 
and computer hackers reportedly 
laid siege to the Japanese Foreign 
Ministry’s Web site in a conflict that 
has stoked Koreans’ lingering anger 
at their former colonial occupier. 

The furor over the islets — called 
Dokdo in Korea and Takeshima 
in Japan — flared up this week 
when a local Japanese parliament 
voted Wednesday to establish a 
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“Takeshima Day” in commemora- 
tion of Tokyo’s territorial claim. 

In a nationally televised state- 
ment Thursday, South Korean 
Unification Minister Chung Dong- 
young called the vote an attempt to 
justify Japan’s 1910-45 occupation 
of the Korean Peninsula. 

“The recent series of actions by 
Japan makes us wonder whether 
Japan has an intention to coexist 
with its neighbors as a peaceful force 
in Northeast Asia,” Chung said, (ap) 


U.N. Fires Worker Over Congo Sex Abuse

Nations has fired one employee and 
suspended six without pay over alle- 
gations of sexual misconduct in the 
peacekeeping mission in Congo, the 
UN. spokesman said Thursday.

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Europe is set 
to turn into an old, infertile conti- 
nent with a shriveling population, a 
shrinking work force and a sagging 
economy if swift measures are not 
taken, the European Union head 
office said Thursday. 

“It is time to act now,” said Social 
Affairs Commissioner Vladimir 
Spidla after presenting a demogra- 
phic study on the 25 EU nations. 

Fertility rates plummeted to 1.48 
children per woman in 2003, way 
below the population- sustainable 
level of 2.1, the study found. 

In Italy, women now have fewer 
than 1.3 children on average. In the 
Czech Republic, it sinks to 1.17 chil- 
dren per woman. In Roman Catholic 
Ireland, women in I960 had more 
than 3.5 children each on average. 
It has now sunk to below 2, even 
though it still leads the EU. 

Over the next quarter century, 
the EU will lose 20.8 million, or 6.8 
percent, of its working- age popula- 
tion while the population of elderly, 
those 65 years and older, will surge 
by half because of better health. 

The effects will reach far beyond 


the social makeup of a family, the 
study said. 

“There has never, in Europe’s 
recent history, been a period of sus- 
tainable economic growth without 
population growth to create oppor- 
tunities for investment and con- 
sumption,” a note accompanying

Toys R Us Goes 
Private in Buyout 


Group to pay $6.6B 
to keep struggling toy 
retailer in one piece 

NEWARK, N.J. I Toys R Us Inc., the 
nation’s second-largest toy seller, is 
staying in one piece after weighing 
a breakup. 

The struggling retailer an- 
nounced Thursday it had agreed 
to become a privately owned com- 
pany in a $6.6 billion buyout deal 
proposed by a group that includes 
two equity firms and a real estate 
developer. The deal ended a seven- 
month auction that started as an 
effort to divide the sluggish toy 
business from the smaller, but more 
lucrative. Babies R Us segment. 

Instead, the company agreed to 
be swallowed whole by Kohlberg 
Kravis Roberts & Co., Bain Capital 
LLC and Vomado Realty Trust, who 
will be equal partners. 

There was no immediate word 
on the buyers’ specific plans for the 


company’s roughly 1,500 stores. 
Toys R Us chairman and CEO 
John H. Eyler Jr. said it was up to 
the new owners to determine what 
stores, if any, would be closed. 

But he noted, “The new owners 
paid a significantly handsome price, 
and the only way you can pay that 
price is if you believe in the future of 
the business, so I expect this business 
to be around for a very long time.” 

Eyler said there are no imme- 
diate plans to lay off workers. The 
company has 65,000 employees, a 
number that swells to more than 
100,000 during the holidays. 

Chris Byrne, an independent 
toy consultant, said a privately run 
Toys R Us will free executives from 
the pressure of quarterly earnings 
reports. Toys R Us has been losing 
market share in the toy business to 
industry leader Wal-Mart and other 
discounters such as Target Corp. 

Toys R Us shares jumped $1.23, 
or 5 percent, to close at $26 on the 
New York Stock Exchange, (ap)

ALBANY, N.Y. | Major credit card 
companies will no longer handle 
Internet sales of cigarettes under 
a nationwide agreement announced 
Thursday.

taxes or sell to underage custom- 
ers. The thriving trade of Internet 
tobacco undercuts local businesses 
that sell cigarettes and often avoids 
sales tax for states and cities. 

The agreement among virtual- 
ly all credit card companies, state 


officials from around the country, 
and the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives is effec- 
tive immediately. 

Smokers would still be able to buy 
cigarettes online, but they would not 
be allowed to use credit cards, includ-

Wilson Bridge Ahead of Schedule 


Speedy work allows officials to ease congestion 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. I Drivers on a 
busy Northern Virginia roadway 
got a double dose of good news 
Thursday. 

Officials said the Woodrow 
Wilson Bridge construction project 
is not only running on schedule, but 
several lanes of South Washington 
Street were reopened a month 
earlier than expected, smooth- 


ing the commute on the George 
Washington Parkway. 

“While this is a temporary move 
for the project, it provides some 
relief for commuters and the com- 
munity,” said Virginia Department 
of Transportation project manager 
Ronaldo Nicholson. 

The four-lane section of 
Washington Street along the 


Potomac River will remain open 
for seven months, then revert to 
three lanes while construction 
continues on the Capital Beltway 
expansion. 

Officials said the extra lane dur- 
ing the summer months helps alle- 
viate traffic on Route 1, which has 
had more congestion due to bridge- 
related construction. 

Some 195,000 motorists use the 
bridge each day — 120,000 more 


than planned when it opened in 
1961. Daily traffic on the bridge is 
expected to grow to 300,000 vehi- 
cles by 2020. 

The $2.43 billion bridge project 
will create two new spans to replace 
the aging bridge linking Alexandria, 
Va., to Oxon Hill, Md., on Interstate 
95. The first new span is slated for 
completion in May 2006 and the 
second is expected two years later.

COLLEGE HOOPS I Given the 
excitement of making the NCAA 
Tournament for the first time since 
1999, the George Washington 
Colonials might have trouble sleep- 
ing these days. 

Not so for Jarrett Jack, the 
junior Georgia Tech point guard 
who could give the Colonials 
nightmares tonight when the two 


teams play their first-round game in 
Nashville. After leading his team to 
last year’s national title game, Jack 
said his team is not bothered by the 
hoopla of March Madness. 

“We went through it last year so 
it’s easy for us to cope with,” he said 
in a telephone interview Tuesday. 
“It’s becoming second nature.” 

A native of Fort Washington, 
Md., about 15 miles from 
Washington, Jack never attend- 
ed high school in his hometown. 
Instead he attended, in order, 
DeMatha High in Hyattsville, St. 


Vincent in Laurel, Mount Zion 
Christian Academy in Rocky Mount, 
N.C., and Worcester Academy in 
Worcester, Mass. 

He’s found stability in Atlanta, 
however. A third-team All-ACC 
selection as a sophomore. Jack, a 
cousin of former Duke point guard 
Chris Duhon, was named to the sec- 
ond-team All-ACC this season after 
scoring 15 points a game on over 50 
percent shooting. 

Maryland fans, already dispir- 
ited by the Terps’ bid to the NIT 
and not the NCAA Tournament, 


will find no solace in the fact that 
the Yellow Jackets’ bee could have 
worn the red and white. Jack said 
he received interest from 
Maryland. 

“Somewhat from Maryland when 
I got on the national scene, but they 
had already made up their mind to 
go after [Terp point guard John] 
Gilchrist. That seemed to work out 
for the both of us,” Jack said. 

When reminded that Gilchrist 
has received a significant amount 
of blame for the Terps missing . 
the tournament this season for 
the first time since 1993, Jack 
let out a laugh. 

“I try not to get caught up in 
what other teams are doing,” he 
said, escaping a touchy subject 
just as he hopes to avoid an upset

“It was a tough situation. I’ve 
been in games where we’re supposed 
to win and let’s face it, Washington 
was supposed to beat us,” Montana 
coach Larry Krystkowiak said. “I 
legitimately thought, until I looked 
up with three minutes to go, that 
we had a chance to win.” 

Roy had 17 points, Tre Simmons 
had 15 and Washington (28-5) 
shot 55 percent, but with Pacific 

— a 79-71 winner over Pittsburgh 

— up next, the Huskies will need 
to find more consistency. 

“Usually, we try to take advan- 
tage early and I think that’s what 
we did,” Simmons said. “Then we 
kind of turned the switch on and

The vision of President Ben All 

Our global village 

For the Tunisian president, giobai stabiiity depends upon 
buiiding societies prepared to meet the new chaiienges of the 
21st century. 

We iive in a giobai viiiage. For better and sometimes worse, our 
interconnectedness now bridges neariy every geographic 
divide. News from the most distant hamiet reaches us, and 
impacts us, aimost instantaneousiy. Consider the terribie 
tsunami that recentiy devastated South Asia: how quickiy we 
iearned of the disaster and with such speed the worid heard 
the appeais for heip. How we aii came together - if only for an 
instant - to reach out to our brothers and sisters in their time of 
need. How the world was made small. How the vast earth was 
made a global village. 

There is no question that the Information and Communications 
Technology (ICT) revolution has profoundly altered the way 
many, but not all, of us work and live. Today, more than 66 
percent of North Americans have access to the Internet - either 
at home or in the workplace. Nearly 32 percent of Europeans 
now connect to the World Wide Web. Yet barely 1 0 percent of 
Latin Americans are able to access the Internet. Not quite 
seven percent of the population of the Middle East is able to go 
online. And a mere 1 .4 percent of Africans - or 1 2 million 
individuals out of a total population of 900 million - have the 
possibility to explore the world of cyberspace. 

These statistics are significant not just because they reveal the 
extent of the digital divide. These numbers carry with them 
individual hopes and dreams - sometimes fulfilled, sometimes 
dashed. At the November World Summit on the Information 
Society, the world will come to Tunisia to reach agreement on 
how to bridge the gap, to formulate concrete plans to help 
realize unmet human aspirations. 

According to Tunisian President Zine El Abidine Ben Ali, “Digital 
culture has, today, become an essential factor of 
rapprochement among peoples and their different cultures, 
which reinforces the opportunities for peaceful coexistence, 
entente and constructive dialogue within a context of mutual 
respect of the cultural specificities of each people and 
commitment to universal principles and values.” In short, for 
the president of Tunisia the ICT revolution is a means to 
strengthen the bonds of our global village. 

Tunisia has long advocated the values of tolerance and 
solidarity at the national, regional and international levels. 
Consider the way people of all faiths - Muslims, Christians and 
Jews - live in harmony in this Mediterranean nation. Or look at 
the astonishing strides made by Tunisian women - in the family, 
workplace and society - who benefit from a reformist tradition 
that dates back more than a century. 

In 1956, the country adopted the landmark Personal Status 
Code, which abolished polygamy and made divorce decisions 
the sole prerogative of the courts. Tunisian women also 
became able to enjoy the benefits of a successful family- 
planning program, given the right to vote and run for public 
office. In addition, they were guaranteed by law the right to an 
education, and to equal pay for equal work. In short, Tunisian 
women have been equal partners for nearly half a century. 

Under the leadership of President Ben Ali, these gains have 
been consolidated and even further progress made. In 1993, 
for instance. President Ben Ali introduced the principle of 
partnership and co-responsibility within the family. Today, those 
principles have become a reality, as Tunisian women set new 
standards of participation in, for instance, professional life. 

They represent more than one-fourth of the total active 
workforce, and half of the teaching, medical and paramedical 
professions. Today, Tunisian women manage more than 10,000 
small and medium-sized firms in the industrial, commercial 
and service sectors 

Along with marked progress on this and other fronts, Tunisia 
has also taken the lead in ICT education and development. The 
country’s strategic development plans are aimed at expanding 
the use of the Internet and making new information and 
telecommunication technologies available to all strata of 
society. Concretely, the country has launched a “family 
computer” program; has implemented a program aimed at 
ensuring that all educational and research institutions are 
wired to the Internet; has set up cybercafes across the country; 
has organized “Internet caravans” that allow both children and 
adults in the remotest regions of the country to explore 


cyberspace; has launched e-commerce pilot projects; has 
digitized and liberalized its telecommunications network; has 
forged undersea cable connections with Europe; has made 
Tunisia a hub for new technology in the region. 

On a continent where few have yet to realize the promise of the 
Information and Communications Technology revolution, Tunisia 
has invested in bringing this brave new world to all its people. 
As it seeks to promote greater integration - within the 
Maghreb, the wider Mediterranean space and across the 
African continent - Tunisia has insisted that North and South 
must listen to each other, must share a frank exchange of ideas 
on the issues of the day. 

Beyond addressing the digital divide, economic integration and 
wealth disparities. President Ben Ali insists that there must be a 
true dialogue of civilizations. That is the goal of the World 
Summit on the Information Society: that the world will come to 
Tunisia to reach agreement on how to build new bridges, to lift 
up all the world’s peoples. To find a place for each of us in the 
global village.

When the world comes to Tunisia 

The information society 

This November, Tunisia will play host to the World Summit on 
the Information Society. The aims of this historic meeting of 
minds. 

The digital divide. It’s an invisible wall that separates the poor 
from the rich, the illiterate from the elite, the South from the 
North. And while you cannot see it with the eye, the digital 
divide is very real. It is as hard as stone, as seemingly 
impenetrable as the greatest fortress of antiquity. 

When Tunisia first proposed, in 1 998, the idea of a World 
Summit on the Information Society (WSIS), few had yet grasped 
the far-reaching consequences of the digital divide on global 
stability, on global growth, on global solidarity. Today, however, 
few question the need to tear down the wall that is the digital 
divide and bridge the gap between those who have access to 
information and those who do not. As host of the second phase 
of the WSIS - to be held in Tunis from November 16-18- 
Tunisia is rightly proud of its initiative to bring together global 
political leaders. United Nations decision-makers, private- 
sector leaders and NGOs from across the globe to address this 
crucial issue. 

Consider, for a moment, the extent of the current global digital 
divide. There are, today, more fixed-line telephones in Italy than 
in all of Africa. There are more mobile phones in South Korea 
than in all of Africa. There are more television sets in Brazil 
than in all of Africa. There is greater Internet connectivity in tiny 
Luxembourg than in all of Africa. 

Consider that North America, which accounts for roughly five 
percent of the global population, is home to nearly 27 percent 
of the world’s Internet users. Then look at Africa, which 
accounts for 1 4 percent of the global population but is home to 
just 1 .6 percent of the world’s Internet users. 

The digital divide needs desperately to be addressed - and not 
just so that Africans can own more mobile phones and 
television sets. Access to the tools of the 21 st century - broadly 
categorized as Information and Communications Technology, or 
ICT - is a means to lift up the world’s poor. Access to ICT alone, 
of course, is not enough. Building a global information society 
also requires education and training, investment and 
infrastructure, the ability to use these new tools to build a 
better life. 

That is the vision of the World Summit on the Information 
Society, and that’s why Tunisia first proposed this global 
gathering. And that is the vision of Tunisia, led by President 
Zine El Abidine Ben Ali: not simply to more equitably allocate 
resources, but to increase global human capital. Recently 


addressing a gathering of foreign ambassadors in Tunis, 
President Ben Ali said: “We hope your countries will contribute 
to the success of the [WSIS] summit in order to establish a 
digital solidarity-based partnership that will enable all peoples 
to benefit from the progress accomplished in the fields of 
knowledge and technology, and to use it for the purpose of 
achieving development and human promotion in all parts of the 
world.” 

It’s hardly a coincidence that Tunisia proposed the idea of the 
UN-sponsored World Summit on the Information Society, or that 
it will host its meeting of the second phase. Tunisia is confident 
in its ability to successfully host the thousands of participants 
to the summit based on its experience in organizing summit 
conferences and major world events. Since 2002, not only did 
Tunisia host the Western Mediterranean summit (5+5) and the 
Arab League summit, but it also organized the World Handball 
Championships, the pan-African football Cup and the 
Mediterranean Games. 

Tunisia can count on a variety of assets: the quality of its tourist 
infrastructure, (capable of accommodating about 6 million 
visitors a year), its road and highway network, its modern 
airport facilities, its telecommunications infrastructure and, 
above all, the hospitality and warmth of its people. 

President Ben Ali has many times underlined Tunisia’s welcome 
to the summit to all representatives of government, civil 
society, the private sector and the United Nations family. 
Tunisian authorities are encouraging NGOs and businesses 
from all over the world to participate actively in the WSIS 
process and in the summit itself. They have already allocated 
$400,000 to facilitate the participation of NGOs from the 
developing world. Tunisia’s own dynamic civil society is 
expected to take part in the summit debates; there are roughly 
8,000 such associations in the country. 

In close coordination with the International Telecommunications 
Union (ITU), which is in charge of the accreditation process of 
all participants, preparation for the Tunis summit is proceeding 
very smoothly. The WSIS preparatory process is allowing 
foreign governments, businesses and NGOs to further discover 
Tunisia and its progressive policies, which include ensuring 
universal access of the entire population to new information 
technologies and promoting liberal media and communication 
policies. If the overwhelming majority of print media are owned 
by private businesses, which freely decide their editorial lines, 
radio and television have opened up to the private sector. Since 
2003, private radio and television stations have started 
broadcasting. Others are expected to follow in the future. 

Freedom of opinion and expression is guaranteed by the 
Tunisian constitution and, since 1987, several initiatives were 
undertaken to further promote pluralism in the media and 
safeguard the rights of journalists. Since then, not a single 
newspaper or magazine has ever been suspended. Since then, 
too, no journalist has been detained for media-related 
activities. 

Opposition newspapers publish regularly, expressing 
themselves vigorously on all issues. President Ben Ali has 
consistently encouraged journalists to be more enterprising. He 
has called on the media “to be more daring” and to make sure 
that “issues are addressed impartially, boldly and responsibly.” 

The private sector is also responsible for 90 percent of the 
activities in the fields of book printing, publishing and 
distribution. The number of publishing houses is on the rise: 
from 2001 -04, a total of 45 new publishers were born. The 
number of commercially published books has increased from 
1 ,1 20 in 2002 to 1 ,300 in 2003. The state grants publishers 
subsidies towards offsetting the cost of printing paper, without 
consideration of the topics of the printed books or the views of 
their authors. 

Today, along with South Africa, Tunisia is a leader in Internet 
connectivity on the continent. Between 2000-2005, Tunisia’s 
Internet penetration rate increased by a staggering 530 
percent. During the same period. President Ben Ali has made 
access to Information and Communications Technology and the 
freedom of ideas signal priorities for the country’s future 
development. Today, access to the Internet is nearly universal in 
Tunisia; the freedom to write and publish is guaranteed by law; 
the audio-visual landscape has been liberalized and privatized; 
the number of foreign publications and newspapers in the 
country has more than doubled; and foreign investment in the 
ICT sector has been encouraged and has already borne fruit. 

In many ways, the aim of the Tunis meeting of the World 
Summit on the Information Society is to replicate elsewhere the 
gains that have been made in Tunisia. Indeed, the Declaration 
of Principles that emanated from the first phase of the WSIS, 
held in 2003 in Geneva, Switzerland, affirmed “the universality, 
indivisibility, interdependence and correlation of all human 
rights and individual freedoms, including the right to 
development.” The Declaration of Principles went on to specify 
that “democracy, sustainable development and the respect of 
human rights and individual liberties, as well as good 
governance at all levels, are interdependent principles that 
reinforce one another.”

Technology and the learning curve 

The country that works 

Investing in the new technology can help spur growth. But 
investing in human capital is the real key to social and 
economic progress. 

Imagine that you have just been named chief executive of a 
startup firm specializing in, say, the export of high-end clothing 
from the developing world to Western markets. Your company 
is small and the brand unknown, but your product is highly 
competitive and of extraordinary quality.

The imperatives of the World Summit on the Information 
Society do not ignore this fundamental truth. When the second 
phase of the WSIS is held in Tunisia this fall, this gathering of 
the global elite will not simply push for a PC in every home. 
Investing in technology alone is not enough; what good is the 
world’s most powerful computer if no one knows how to use 
it? 

For a business to succeed, human capital is everything. For a 
country to work, precisely the same holds true. The success of 
Tunisia, then, can be traced to President Zine El Abidine Ben 
Ali’s blueprint for growth, which places the creation of human 
capital at the top of the value chain. 

Today, Tunisia stands out as a nation where a full 80 percent of 
the population is considered middle class, and where all the 
country’s citizens benefit from an improved standard of living. 
Nine out of 1 0 Tunisian households now have access to clean 
drinking water and electricity, including four out of five rural 
households. Equally impressive, 80 percent of Tunisian families 
now own their own homes, while the percentage of homes 
judged substandard has fallen to just over one percent. 

Meanwhile, while the country’s population has grown from 4.5 
million in 1966 to just under 10 million, the population growth 
rate now stands at just 1 .1 percent, down from over three 
percent in 1 966. There are far more Tunisians today than there 
were four decades ago, yet the country’s people are living 
longer, healthier lives, marked by greater opportunities. Since 
1 966, life expectancy has risen from 51 years to nearly 73 
years; during the same period, the infant mortality rate has 
dropped from 1 38.6 per thousand to slightly over 22.8 per 
thousand. Tunisia’s universal social and development programs 
and health services are today the envy of the region - and, 
indeed, compare favorably with many nations in the West. 

Building on his progressive legacy. President Ben Ali has made 
the promotion of women’s rights one of his policy cornerstones. 
The president has shown a longstanding commitment to 
increasing female educational enrollment and participation in 
the national workforce. Today, Tunisian women are truly equal 
stakeholders in the country’s future. 

While building a strong national economy, improving access to 
basic services, health care and education. President Ben Ali has 
simultaneously invested in building a knowledge society 
prepared for the challenges of the 21st century. Just like a 
strong company, Tunisia has made the right investments at the 
right time. Led by President Ben Ali, Tunisia is now known 
everywhere as the country that works.

McGwire won’t name 
steroid users, Palmeiro 
and Sosa deny doping 

DOPING I Retired slugger Mark 
McGwire told a congressional 
panel investigating drugs in base- 
ball that he would not “participate 
in naming names” of players who 
used steroids. 

McGwire, one of six current and 
former stars appearing Thursday 
before the House Government 
Reform Committee, did not say 
whether he used steroids. He said 
his lawyers advised him not to 
answer certain questions. 

Two current players, Sammy 
Sosa and Rafael Palmeiro, said they 
never had used steroids. McGwire 
and Palmeiro were accused of using 
performance- enhancing drugs by 
Jose Canseco in a best-selling 
book that helped prompt the day- 
long hearing. 

In a tense scene, Canseco sat at 
the same table as the other players 
as he told the lawmakers that he 
could not fully answer their ques- 
tions because of concerns his testi- 
mony could be used against him. 

During a break after the players’ 


opening statements, five of the stars 
gathered in one nearby room, and 
Canseco went to another. 

McGwire, choking back tears, 
said he knew that steroid use could 
be dangerous and would do what- 
ever he could to discourage young 
athletes from using them. “What I 
will not do, however, is participate 
in naming names and implicating 
my friends and teammates,” said 
McGwire, who ranks sixth in major 
league history with 583 homers. 


The hearing came after com- 
mittee members accused base- 
ball of ignoring its steroids prob- 
lem for years and then, only under 
pressure, embracing a weak test- 
ing program. 

Lawmakers were particular- 
ly critical of the plan’s penalties, 
including a provision allowing for 
fines instead of suspensions. A first 
offense could cost a player $10,000 
instead of 10 days out from a six- 
month season. 



Rafael Palmeiro denied ever using ste- 
roids in his testimony on Thursday. 


Baseball commissioner Bud Selig 
defended the steroids policy drawn 
up in January, saying it’s “as good as 
any in professional sports.” 

More than four hours after the 
hearing began, the players walked 
in one by one. 

Curt Schilling, the Boston Red 
Sox pitcher who’s been outspoken 
against steroid use, was the first to 
enter. He sat at one end of the wit- 
ness table, with Canseco at the other. 
Palmeiro, Sosa, McGwire and the 
players’ lawyers were in between. 

Schilling took a shot at Canseco, 
saying the former slugger’s claims 
“should be seen for what they are: 
an attempt to make money at the 
expense of others.” (ap)

A Second 
Tight ‘Ring 


A horror-movie’s 
sequel is even scarier 
than the hit original 

FILM I “The Ring Two” has a B- 
movie premise with grade -A pro- 
duction values, making it tenser, 
moodier, scarier and all-around 
better than you’d expect from a 
sequel — especially the sequel to 
a horror movie. 

But Hideo Nakata, the director 
of “Ringu,” the Japanese movie that 
was the basis for “The Ring,” makes 
his American film debut here, and 
that makes the difference. He seems 
comfortable letting the pacing play 
out slowly, and not so interested in 
gimmicks or cheap scares — though 
there are a couple that will make 
you jump out of your seat. 

Oh, it’s still based on a totally 


ridiculous idea of a little girl who’s 
been dumped down a well but 
manages to communicate through 
supernatural video production. It 
still begs the question: If she can 
manipulate technology, why can’t 
she get herself out of there?

David Dorfman, who’s also back 
from the original as Rachel’s young 
son, Aidan, has now graduated from 
the Haley Joel Osment School of 
Kid Movie Creepiness and is work- 
ing on his master’s degree. 

Watts is solid here as she is in 
everything — believably frightened

Acting Worth Savoring 


Performances shine 
in the searing drama 
‘Upside of Anger’ 

FILM I Joan Allen turns in tour- 
de -force work in “The Upside of 
Anger” as Terry Wolfmeyer, the 
wealthy mother of four daughters 
coping with her husband’s disap- 
pearance. 

She assumes he’s taken off with 
his Swedish secretary and reacts 
by alternately swilling vodka all 
day in her nightgown and rip- 
ping the scoundrel’s clothes out 
of his closet. 

As writer- director, Mike Binder 
never strikes a false note. It helps 
that he has amassed a talented, 
eclectic cast to fill his well- drawn 
roles. Alicia Witt, Keri Russell, 
Erika Christensen and Evan Rachel 
Wood play the radiant Wolfmeyer 
girls; Kevin Costner does his best 
work in more than a decade as 
washed-up former baseball star 
Denny Davies. 

Costner’s performance reminds

us that he’s still that engaging 
Southern California boy, even at 
50 and, for sake of the character, 
even after letting his belly grow and 
his receding hairline go wild. 

As her neighbor in an upscale 
Detroit suburb, Denny first 
approaches her mid-afternoon with 
a Budweiser tail-boy in his hand, 
pestering her about some nearby 
land. The two become drinking 
buddies, then friends and ulti- 
mately lovers. (And Binder really 
nails the alcoholism here, without 
judging or glamorizing it. He shows, 
realistically, the way drinking binds 
people and enslaves them.) 

Terry is searing and totally 
uncompromising as she deals with 
the girls and their various outbursts 
and acts of rebellion, all the while 
wrestling with her own sense of 
abandonment.

Disney Fantasy on Ice 


A dream-come-true 
fable for little girls 
is surprisingly cool 


FI LM I “I bet there’s an exact aerody- 
namic formula,” theorizes Michelle 
Trachtenberg’s science -geek char- 
acter in “Ice Princess” as she pon- 
ders a physics experiment about the 
dynamics of figure skating. 

There’s an exact formula to the 
princess tale: Take one goody- 
goody, wafer-thin teenage outsid- 
er, hand her an impossible dream 
come true, add water (frozen, in 
this case) and a nasty rival, then 
sit back and count the family-ticket 
admissions. 

This latest girlie confection from 
Disney has a good, though feeble, 
heart and the best of intentions. 
Trachtenberg plays Casey Carlyle, a 
science prodigy on track to achieve 
the goal she and her strong-willed

singer mom (Joan Cusack) have had 
in sight for years: A physics scholar- 
ship and admission to Harvard. 

Casey enters a beginner’s skat- 
ing class to get some first-person 


experience for a science project on 
the physics of skating. 

Soon she’s twirling doubles and 
triples, catching the eye of coach 
Tina Harwood (Kim Cattrall), 
who’s training her daughter, Gen 
(Hayden Panettiere), to become a 
skating champ. 

The speed at which Casey 
becomes a serious contender is 
just ludicrous. Casey’s training is 
handled so superficially, the mes- 
sage sent is that rather than hard 
work, all you need to achieve your 
dreams are a couple of quick musi- 
cal montages. 

To its credit, “Ice Princess” 
departs a bit from expectations, 
particularly in the handling of 
Gen’s personality, and the skat- 
ing sequences are nicely choreo- 
graphed. But sloppy wide shots 
plainly reveal a skating double 
in Trachtenberg’s place.

Rick Schroder’s 
Movie Odyssey 


It took three years 
and many phone calls 
to birth ‘Black Cloud’ 

BOOTSTRAPS I In his transition from 
actor to writer, director, producer 
and entrepreneur, Rick Schroder 
carved out his own path. 

His debut directorial effort is 
“Black Cloud,” a boxing drama set 
on a Navajo reservation that focuses 
on a young Native American man 
named Black Cloud, played by Eddie 
Spears, who dreams of making the 
U.S. Olympic boxing team. 

As Schroder explains it, he heard 
that a boxing tradition flourished 
among Native Americans. But he 
didn’t sit down to write a screenplay 
until 2002, once his run as co-star 
on “NYPD Blue” had ended. 

He began cold- calling Native 
American tribal councils. At first, 
he said, “It was very bleak. Imagine 
the inherent distrust in a non-Indian 
coming to the tribes trying to make 
a movie about the Indian people.” 

Eventually, though, several 
tribes invested, and in June 2003, 
Schroder spent 24 days filming 
on Navajo lands throughout the 
Southwest. 



Actor Rick Schroder became a director 
by choice, an entrepreneur by necessity. 


But when the film failed to win an 
invite to the Sundance Film Festival, 
Schroder realized his odyssey wasn’t 
over. He decided to release the Rim 
himself, with further financial help 
from tribal investors. 

“It’s very empowering, now that 
I understand the process,” Schroder 
said. “It’s been a great education. I 
have to thank Sundance for not 
accepting the movie.” greggkilday

(Ulrich Matthes) and Magda Goebbels

many other architects, direct and indi- 
rect, of the Holocaust. The events are 
historically compelling to watch, and 
yet “Downfall” feels like cold-blooded, 
made-for-television material. The most 
powerful element is Bruno Ganz’s per- 
suasive performance as Hitler, a figure 
of gentility and irrationality who speaks 
with pride of his all-but-eradication of 
the Jewish people of Europe, (dt) 
GUNNER PALACE (PG-13, 85 minutes) 
This is a video diary about 400 soldiers 
of the 2nd Battalion, 3rd Field Artillery 
Regiment who must police the danger- 
ous aftermath of the war in Iraq.

American Muslims 
take issue with their 
portrayal on Fox’s ‘24’ 

A plate of spicy stuffed cabbage 
leaves and a cup of mint tea before 
him, Yosry Bekhiet sat down and 
turned on the television for a late 
dinner one recent Monday night. On 
the screen, he saw Muslim terror- 
ists gain control of a nuclear plant, 
causing it to melt down. 

One of the leaders of the plot shot 
his own wife and tried to shoot his 
son, fearing they’d thwart his plans. 

Bekhiet, an engineer with the 
state Department of Transportation 
who lives in Washington Township, 
N. J., was watching “24,” the popu- 
lar Fox action series starring Kiefer 
Sutherland as a government agent 
who battles bloodthirsty Islamic 
terrorists. The show has garnered 
high ratings, but also has angered 
Muslims across the nation over the 
way their community is portrayed. 

“It’s disgusting,” Bekhiet said

minds, after one nuclear plant has 
already melted down. He begs her 
to tell him where the device is that 
can override the computer program 
that hijacked the reactors, plead- 
ing that millions of innocent people 
will die if she does not. 

“Every war has casualties,” she 
tells him coldly, a bullet from her 
husband’s gun still lodged in her 
bloodied arm. “No one is innocent.” 

Shohreh Aghdashloo, the 
Iranian-born actress who plays 
Dina Araz, told Time magazine 
she had refused for years to play 
terrorists, saying they were among 
the only roles offered to actresses 
from the Middle East. She agreed 
to join “24” knowing it would draw 
criticism from Muslims. 

“But this role was a full- dimen- 
sional character,” she told the mag- 
azine. “And things may not be what 
they seem.” wayne parry (ap)

Pals are teaming up 
to afford expensive 
D.C.-area property 

Faced with the same sticker shock 
that overwhelms many first-time 
homebuyers, Deniz Alpsar decided 
to partner with a college friend to 
buy his first condominium. 

Now, after a brief search, Alpsar 
and his friend, Masato Nakagawa, 
are about to close on a two -bed- 
room unit in Columbia Heights. 

With the sale, Alpsar and 
Nakagawa will join a small cross- 
section of Washington- area resi- 
dents who have chosen to partner 
with friends or co-workers to buy 
homes in order to split the costs 
involved and, in turn, get a little 
more for their money. 

“I would rather go in with a 
friend and live somewhere I want 
to live,” Alpsar said of his deci- 
sion. 

The region’s soaring home val- 
ues have made it much harder for 
many younger residents to afford 
their first home. Buying with a 
friend or co-worker gives single 
people an easier way to manage 
the costs of property ownership 
without compromising on space 
or location — and without pair- 
ing off with a significant other. 

Real-estate agents in the 
District and Northern Virginia 
suggest this is still a relatively 
new trend, but that it promises to 
expand if home prices continue to 
rise at their current pace. 

Blake Gwinn, an agent with 
Long and Foster’s Friendship 
Heights office, said it is very 
common for unmarried couples 
to buy together, but he has yet to 
see any friends make that com- 
mitment. 

“People are more apt to do it as a 
romantic couple,” Gwinn said. “It’s 
ironic because friends are some- 
times more stable than romantic 
couples.” 

Joining Up. Mark Sapnar and Mike 
Trupiano, two friends from college, 
moved down to the Washington 
area from Boston about a year

and a half ago with the inten- 
tion of starting a small business 
together. They were looking for 
an apartment that could serve as 
both a home and an office space, 
and immediately decided to buy 
after discovering the region’s high 
rental prices. 

The two young business part- 
ners looked at properties through- 
out Northern Virginia before even- 
tually settling on a townhome in 
Tysons Corner that was still under 
construction. They quickly discov- 
ered that buying with each other 
had definite benefits. 

“It certainly afforded us a nicer 
place than we could buy on our 
own,” Sapnar said. “I don’t think 
either of us could have afforded to 
live in a nice, new place.” 

In addition, going in on a house 
together made the mortgage pro- 
cess much easier for both of them, 
Sapnar and Trupiano said, because 
they were able to secure more loan 
money together than they could 
have alone. “As long as someone 
doesn’t have negative credit, it 
really helps,” Sapnar said. 


The sensitivity of that finan- 
cial disclosure process, though, 
is exactly why both men recom-

mend that only good friends pur- 
chase together. 

While the decision has obvi- 
ous economic advantages, buy- 
ing with a friend, co-worker or 
romantic partner presents some 
legal questions that are unique to 


unmarried condo buyers, questions 
that should be sorted out before 
the move-in date. 

“The most important advice I 
have is that you should put togeth- 
er some sort of [legal] agreement,” 
said Debra Neiman, a finan- 
cial planner and the co-author 
of “Money Without Matrimony: 
The Unmarried Couples Guide to 
Financial Security.” “You want to 
do this when there’s no animosity 
and everyone likes each other.” 

Because most people who buy 
together put both of their names on 
the mortgage, these buyers should 
decide in advance how to divide 
the property if one party decides 
to move or sell. 

“For two unmarried people, 
the relationship is more like a 
business partnership,” Neiman 
said. “To the government, you’re 
legally strangers.” 

Those legal details may seem 
trivial to some buyers, especially 
younger buyers who intend to sell 
the property within a few years, but 
Dan Withers, a real- estate lawyer 
with Brennan Title in McLean, Va., 


recommends that all buyers at least 
take the time to figure out how to 
transfer the property in the event 
that one party should pass away. 

Withers advised that any groups 
buying property as a sole residence 
should list themselves as “joint ten- 
ants with the right of survivorship,” 
which passes the property entirely 
over to the other partners should 
one owner die. “Joint tenants” is 
the most straightforward option 
for unmarried partners, he said, 
because it clearly defines how 
the property is transferred and it 
protects the other owners if one 
party is sued or goes bankrupt, 
for example. 

Withers and Neiman both rec- 
ommend that all home buyers meet 
with a real- estate lawyer prior to 
closing and draft a brief agree- 
ment about how to divide the 
property in the event of a falling 
out or some other unforeseeable 
complication. 

“Any relationship, whether 
you’re a couple or not, is a daily 
compromise,” said GregZehnacker, 
who has shared a condo in the 
District with his domestic part- 
ner since 2000. “All relationships 
can change.” 

Splitting Up. For many of these 
unmarried friends, romantic con- 
nections inevitably become the rea- 
son for one to move out. 

Josh Chambers and Glen 
Seidlitz had been friends for about 
rive years when they bought a two - 
story rowhouse in Washington’s 
Petworth neighborhood in 2004 
with the intention of renovating 
it in their spare time. 

One year later, the house is as 
much a work-in-progress as it is a 
livable home, but they have made 
great strides despite the frequent 
inconvenience — they were forced 
to do dishes in a laundry-room sink 
in the basement for three months 
when the kitchen was out of com- 
mission, for example. 

Now, Seidlitz is planning to 
move out of the house he shares 
with Chambers and move into a 
home his girlfriend just bought

Real Estate 

Washington Post writer DANIELA 
DEANE discusses D.C. metro 
area real estate twice a month on 
washingtonpost.com/liveonline. Some 
excerpts pertaining to condos follow. 


I purchased my first condo last 
summer in Northern Virginia. How 
do I tell what my condo is worth 
today? I only know of one other 
unit in my building that’s sold since 
then, and I don’t think it was in ter- 
rific shape, unlike mine. 

The only real way to tell what 
something is worth is by compa- 
rable sales. So I guess you gotta sit 
tight until there are some. Looking 
at asking prices doesn’t really do it 
(although it is an indication of what 
sellers and agents are trying for, of 
course), because that doesn’t mean 
that’s what a property will sell for. 
Appraisers base their values on 
comps, comps and more comps. 
Something will sell sooner or later 
in your building. 

What do you think about buy- 
ing condos pre-construction? My 
wife and I already have a house in 
Columbia Heights, but my moth- 
er is interested in moving closer to 
us in the future. A big development 
on 14th Street recently announced 
a pre-sale for its condominiums. 
Would it be better to lock in now? 

If the market continues to go up, 
it’s a great way to make some money 
on very little money (the power of 
leveraging). 

Think about it: You put down 
5 percent or so now and then you 
pay the rest when it’s done, maybe a 
year, 18 months from now. So you’re 
getting to buy something that you 
pay for tomorrow at today’s pric- 
es. If prices go up 10-12 percent 
(which is what most economists 
are predicting for this year, but it 
could be more), you’re making 10- 
12 percent of the ENTIRE price 
when you only put down 5 per- 
cent. Leveraging is what makes 
real estate so good. Now, there’s 
the flip side. If prices go down, it’s 
not so pretty. Nobody is predict- 
ing that though, and prices seem 
to be going up now. 

My wife and I are considering a 
move to River Place in Arlington. 


River Place is a co-op. The units 
there seem affordable and the 
location is excellent. What is the 
difference between a co-op and a 
condo? Is there a downside to own- 
ing a co-op? 

Co-ops are different from con- 
dos in several ways. In a co-op, you 
own shares in the entity that owns 
the property, a bit like owning stock, 
rather than the property itself Co- 
op boards can say yay or nay to a 
buyer so it’s not as straightforward 
to buy. You get screened by the co- 
op board. Not as many lenders do 
co-op financing, although you can 
certainly find them. Co-ops usually 
have stricter rules, like rules about 
renting the property out, for exam- 
ple. Some co-ops don’t let you rent at 
all; others let a percentage rent. Co- 
op fees tend to be higher than condo 
fees too, but they often include much 
more, like utilities, for example. So 
before the fee scares you off, check 
to see what it includes. 

Some of our most beautiful 
buildings are co-ops here. Just do 
your homework and know exactly 
what the rules are before you buy. 

I just had a condo inspected and 
have been reading the condo docs. 
My main concern is that the condo 
association is not in very good 
shape. There is almost no reserve, 
they’re between management com- 
panies and the condo fees are 
clearly going to have to go up. My 
inspection doesn’t suggest that I’ll 
need to make any major repairs in 
the next few years, but I will need 
to make some minor ones. The 
building is only about 50 percent 
owner occupied. How bad of an 
idea is this? 

I think you’re wise to realize that 
condo fees will have to rise, because 
that certainly sounds like the case. 
I had a very similar situation with a 
condo I bought. The condo fee was 
really low (easier to sell, huh?) when 
I bought it. The company that was 
managing it pulled out, we had to 
find a new one and form a condo 
board; fees went up. We’re work- 
ing to build up our reserves now. 
I think it would be good if you 
thought about getting involved in 
the condo board if you bought at 
this building. Decide whether you 
can afford a higher condo fee (which 
seems inevitable) and whether you 
like this unit/building. I wouldn’t 
let it put me off it completely, but 
I would go in with my eyes wide 
open. 


Condos, culture and 
commerce upgrade 
a NoVa neighborhood 

With its picturesque main street, 
outdoor tables, wide brick side- 
walks and petunias in flower boxes, 
Shirlington is a popular weekend 
destination in South Arlington. 

People come from all over on 
Friday and Saturday nights to catch 
a movie at the Cineplex Odeon mul- 
tiplex theater there and then stroll 
up and down the pleasant strip of 
restaurants and shops deciding 
where to eat. 

During the day or on a Tuesday 
evening, it’s a different story alto- 
gether. There often aren’t enough 
people on the shopping street, 
called the Village at Shirlington, 
to keep the businesses happy. 

But that could soon change. In 
about a year and a half, Shirlington, 
just off Interstate 395 south of the 
Pentagon, will get an infusion of 
housing — about 650 rental 
units and for- sale condos — new 
retail space, a new grocery store, 
a new library and a new home 
for Arlington’s award-winning 
Signature Theatre. 

Its beloved main street will be 
more than doubled in length, end- 
ing in a pedestrian-friendly plaza in 
front of the new library and theater. 
Developers have begun construc- 
tion on several sites. The develop- 
ers’ goal is to increase the number 
of people in Shirlington to create a 
round-the-clock environment. 

The new condos and apartments 
will bring in full-time residents. 
At the moment, only a few hun- 
dred people live in the two apart- 
ment buildings near the center of 
Shirlington. 

“The only knock about 
Shirlington is that it doesn’t have 
enough density,” said Don Briggs, 
director of development at Federal 
Realty Investment Trust, the devel- 
oper of the Village at Shirlington. 
“We’re bringing in residential to 
try and create more density. We’re 
bringing in more retail to get to 
critical mass. And we’re bringing in 
more arts to try to make it an arts 
entertainment destination.” 

Rockville-based Federal Realty, 


which bought Shirlington in 1995, 
is the fourth owner of the land since 
1982, county officials said. None 
of the previous owners was able to 
make the site perform. But county 
officials say now they are optimis- 
tic that they have found the right 
formula. 

Arlington County and Signature 
Theatre, which is now housed on 
nearby Four Mile Run between 
two auto body shops, will share 
the $5.5 million cost of building 
the performing arts company’s new 
home. It will include two theaters, 
one with 125 seats and the other 
with 300. 

The theater will sit atop the new 
Shirlington Branch public library, 
a 15,000 -square-foot facility. The 
theater and library building will 
face a new European- style plaza.

high-rise will be a 159 -unit con- 
dominium building being devel- 
oped by Texas-based developer 
Trammell Crow Co. 

Ryan Wade, senior vice presi- 
dent at Trammell Crow, said its new 
condo building, called Shirlington 
Village, sold out last summer in 


about three months. Construction 
started recently. 

“We’re not surprised it sold so 
fast,” Wade said. “We were the 
only ones on the market at the 
time. With our direct proximity 
to the Harris Teeter next door 
and everything that’s happening 
in Shirlington, there was a lot of 
interest.” 

He said, “What makes 
Shirlington special is that it’s 
already got the urban mixed-use 
environment where people want to 
be and want to live. It’s not com- 
pletely there yet, but it’s very clear 
that it will be when everybody is 
done.” 

The condo building will have an 
outdoor pool, a fitness center, a club 
room and a business center. Some 
of the units will be loft- style, with 
platform bedrooms and barn- style 
doors. The loft- style units will be 
on the bottom floors of the build- 
ing; upper-floor apartments will 
have more conventional layouts 
with D.C. views. 

Another 244 -unit condo build- 
ing has just broken ground at the 
other end of Shirlington’s main 
street. Units in the building, the 
lo Piazza, are currently for sale. 

Condo prices there range from 
the low $300,000s for a one-bed- 
room unit to $1.2 million for a 
three -bedroom with den duplex. 

“It’s the location people are 
attracted to,” said Tatiana Maria, 
a project manager at the Arlington- 
based Ed Peete Co., the developer 
of the building. “We’re basically 
selling Shirlington.” dan i el a deane

in the District. Because they are 
joint owners, Seidlitz said he 
remains committed to finishing 
work on the place he bought with 
Chambers as quickly as possible. 
It’s in his best interest to ensure the 
property will be a desirable place 
for him to rent, or potentially sell 
his stake in, so that he’ll be able to 
recoup his investments of money, 
time and hard work. 

The two have just started work- 
ing out the details of his departure, 
which almost every pair inter- 
viewed said was the hardest part 
of anyjoint-ownership agreement, 
whether the parties are friends, mar- 
ried or complete strangers. 

For some homebuyers, the 
investment comes first. Chambers 
and Seidlitz, on the other hand, 
have given their friendship top 
priority. 

“There’s no point letting the 
money and the responsibility 
get in the way of the friendship,” 
Seidlitz said. 


Working It Out. Despite those 
occasionally tricky details, real 
estate agents and mortgage bro- 
kers suggested that young singles 
don’t have to wait for marriage to 
look at buying a home. 

“Everyone has it in their mind- 


set that that is how people settle 
down,” said Gwinn, the Long and 
Foster agent, of buying only after 
marriage. 

“I think a lot of people assume 
they can’t afford it,” Gwinn said. 
“People who need a friend to help 


them afford it probably don’t even 
think it’s possible.” 

He said there were a number 
of financing vehicles to help pro- 
spective buyers of every age and 
financial background purchase 
their first home. 


Alpsar and Nakagawa see their 
condo as a long-term investment, 
even if both move out within a 
few years. 

They said they’re hoping to hold 
on to the apartment as a rental unit 
once both have moved out. 

While the overall process 
was easier than both expected, 
there were still a few stressful 
moments. 

“We had some pretty healthy 
battles about the size [of the apart- 
ments] and the areas we wanted to 
look for,” Nakagawa said. 

Those squabbles were just part 
of the process, they agreed. But if 
friends can’t work out their differ- 
ences during the buying process, 
then the partnership could be head- 
ed for failure, Nakagawa said. 

Eventually, the other person 
makes all the difference between 
a good investment and an unwork- 
able living arrangement. 

“When you’re looking, you’ll find 
out if it will work,” Nakagawa said. 
“Deniz is the only person I would 
do this with.”

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Setting the Sales Stage 


Before you sell, make 
your space clean, 
orderly and neutral 

Get rid of at least half your stuff. 
Have your carpets and floors pro- 
fessionally cleaned. Put crisp green 
apples into a stylish black bowl on 
your kitchen table. Turn all the 
lights on. Start some soft jazz on 
the CD player. Bake some choco- 
late chip cookies. 

Lights, camera, action. It’s time 
to sell your home. 

Styling, staging, or fluffing a 
home — whatever you want to call 
it — is something most real estate 
agents wish their sellers would do. 
Even in times like this, when prop- 
erties can sell in a matter of days, 
agents say staging a home as if it 
were the set for a play is a sure-fire 
way to get the best possible price in 
the shortest time. 

“I tell sellers to look at their 
homes like a Hollywood set,” said 
Barb Schwarz, a real estate agent 
from Seattle who founded the 


International Association of Home 
Staging Professionals, which runs 
training programs. “The audience 
is the buyer. The stager is the direc- 
tor. The critics are the agents who 
talk behind your back. And the goal 
is more money.” 

Staging, which first gained pop- 
ularity on the West Coast, increas- 
ingly is catching on with agents in 
the Washington area. 

Ron Sitrin, an agent with Long 
and Foster in Montgomery County, 
said: “We’re spending more and 
more time on staging. I put a per- 
son on staff about two months ago 
and part of her responsibilities are 
staging homes for sale.” 

The cornerstone of the stag- 
ing concept is that a property 
needs to be marketed just like any 
other product that’s being sold to 
the public. This is a hard concept 
for many sellers to grasp because 
they are emotionally attached to 
their homes. 

Staging basically means de -per- 
sonalizing a home so that a buyer’s 
attention can gravitate to the home 


itself rather than to what’s in it. For 
that reason, some agents also refer 
to it as “Handing.” 

Clutter, the sheer overabundance 
of stuff, is the No. 1 issue, agents 
and decorators said. 

“Clutter is without a doubt 
the biggest problem,” said Mary 
Sullivan, an interior decorator 
who stages properties for real-

estate agent Carol Greco of Long 
and Foster in Annandale. Besides 
toys and clothes, agents say hom- 
eowners also often have too much 
furniture, picture frames, knick- 


knacks and collections. 

Schwarz said she likes to de- clut- 
ter in odd, low numbers. “Instead 
of 50 things on an end table,” she 
said, “let’s reduce it to three, or 
maybe five.” 

The next step is taking a cold 
hard look at the floors in your home. 
Carpeting, at the least, should be 
professionally cleaned, agents 
advise. Because hardwood floors 
are so popular with buyers these 
days, agents say it may be worth it 
to pull up any old carpeting that is 
covering hardwood and to use an 
area rug instead. 

A neutral color scheme, for 
both floors and walls, is impor- 
tant, agents said, because the goal 
is to appeal to as many different 
tastes as possible. Buyers need to 
be able to imagine their belongings 
in the house. 

“You have to make it accept- 
able to a wide range of people who 
can visualize their stuff in that 
space,” said Hugh Kelly, an agent 
with Coldwell Banker Residential 
Brokerage-Pardoe on Capitol Hill. 


“People cannot imagine putting 
their idiosyncratic stuff in with 
your idiosyncratic stuff.” 

Small purchases can make a big 
difference. Agents also said new 
fluffy towels can be a way to make 
bathrooms look better. Getting rid 
of any dated window treatments can 
make windows brighter. 

Paint is often the best investment 
a seller can make, agents say. And 
it’s not necessary to use two or three 
coats of paint; a single coat, as long 
as it adequately covers the old paint, 
can go a long way towards making a 
home appear fresh and clean. 

The cleanliness of the house 
is paramount, stagers and agents 
say. And clean doesn’t mean just 
a little dusting here and there. 
Agents advise buyers to get their 
homes professionally cleaned. 
If they want to do it themselves, 
they need to start at the ceiling 
and work their way down to the 
baseboards and the floors, leav- 
ing no surface untouched. 

With clean, comes a pleasant 
odor, a must for a home on the 
market. Pets are better housed 
elsewhere when selling. Scented 
candles can be lighted before an 
open house, but don’t use too many. 
Freshly baked cookies leave a pleas- 
ant aroma, daniela deane (Washington
